McAnally, Oakley vye for mayor

claims has not been good for 
the city. “TIFA’s encourage the 
government to go in debt- 
roughly to the tune of $40 mil- 
lion today,” Oakley charges.

Then looking back at the 
last year he was mayor in the 
early 1980’s, Oakley said the 
overall city debt obligation 
was about $78 per person, 
where today he says it is $475 
per person.” 

McAnally doesn’t remem- 
ber such a rosy picture, she 
claims that when Oakley was 
mayor “businesses were leav- 
ing the city in droves and that 
Wick Road looked like it had 
been bombed.”

The hearing was delayed 
twice, once while authorities 
were awaiting ballistic test re- 
sults and later because of a 
death in the judge’s family.

Oakley said he feels if he 
had been mayor there would 
be no well in Romulus and 
thus no long legal battle. 
“While 1 make no promises on 
the well issue, I will discuss 
the legal status of the well with 
the city attorneys, who have 
handled this case, and then di- 
rect action that is in the best 
interest of the city,” Oakley 
said. 

McAnally points with pride 
to industries that have come 
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into Romulus during her ten- 
ure here, while Oakley chides 
her staff for “not understand- 
ing their responsibilities to- 
ward developers” and thus 
have cost the city taxpayers 
thousands of dollars in 
revenue. 

Oakley said Romulus was on 
the verge of bankruptcy when 
he took office in 1977 and it 
had $2.5 million in fund bal- 
ances when he left office six 
years later. And all of this oc- 
curred while the Midwestern 
states were going through ex- 
tremely tough economic times, 
he said. 

Top McAnally financial 
leaders armed with the latest 
audit state that the city is in a 
healthy financial position, de- 
spite claims by pro- injection 
well forces that the city is deep 
in the red. 

Oakley also struck out at 
McAnally’s participation 
in a mile paving of Wayne 
Road after 95 percent of the 
homes were demolished, while 
not acting promptly on a criti- 
cal (LeRoy) road problem two 
miles away. 

“And then to quiet these 
neighbors in the Meadows 
Subdivision agree to use water 

and sewer funds to reconstruct 
such roads shortly before elec- 
tion day.” Oakley said. 

McAnally points to the 
many miles of roads her ad 
ministration has improved or 
created and stresses the need 
for a five-year on-going road 
program. 

As for the disputed 
McAnally Boulevard. 
McAnally said it is a name on a 
development paper only. “It 
was recommended by the de 
veloper and I was compli 
mented by the proposal,” she 
said Monday night. 


Pair face murder trial 


Councilmen stalk 
out of city meeting

Angry shout overs, walkouts 
by three of the six councilmen 
present and a vow by Council- 
man Randolph Gear not to 
stop chairing Monday night’s 
meeting unless Police Chief 
Daryl Poe arrested him, were 
just some of the incidents that 
sparked the emotional pre- 
election council session. 

Later write-in council can- 
didate Robert McLachlan and 
Romulus American Legion 
commander Ted Bouzounis got 
into a shouting match over to- 
night’s planned Candidates’ 
Night session, with McLachlan 
later threatening to sue both 
Bouzounis and the local legion 
post for blocking his chance to 
speak there. 

McLachlan, who first was 
verbally invited to the candi- 
dates’ night later was informed 
he was not welcome. The le- 
gion commander said he found 
out there were six or seven 
other write-in candidates, but 
failed to identify them. 

A check later with City 
Clerk Linda Choate showed 
that no other write- in possi- 
bilities have alerted her of 
their campaign plans. 

Choate admitted however 
that write-in candidates need 
not inform her. 

Semi-routine procedures 
were returned about a half 
hour after the walkout by 
Councilmen Ellis Pennington, 
Jimmie Raspberry and Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron, when Be- 
rgeron returned to give the 
council a quorum once again. 

“I only came back because I 
felt I had a responsibility to 
vote on the warrants, so that 
city employees could be paid 
on schedule,” Bergeron said 
after the meeting. 

Bergeron then blasted Gear, 
who was sitting in as Mayor 
pro tern in the absence of the 
ailing Mary Ann Banks. 

“Raspberry as a councilman 
has a right to challenge Gear 
as a chairman. With Gear re- 
fusing to acknowledge that fact 
the meeting went totally out of 
control,” Bergeron said. 

Earlier Councilman Will- 
iam Wadsworth verbally chas- 
tised the “staged” walkouts by 
the three councilmen, calling 
it an “embarrassment” to the 
city. 

Stating the action was a “to- 
tal disgrace”, Wadsworth 
turned up the political barom 
eter a bit, when he said the 
three councilmen who re-

mained at the meeting (him- 
self. Gear and Michael 
Prybyla) are the three who 
continually have fought the in- 
jection well and deserved vo- 
ter support 

The three remaining coun- 
cilmen tried to link the walk- 
out to the dispute over the 
injection well, but even Mayor 
Beverly McAnally clarified 
that. 

“No I think it was the argu- 
ment over McAnally Boule- 
vard,” she told the gathering. 

Later Wadsworth thanked 
Bergeron both publicly and 
privately for returning to the 
council chambers. 

Prior to the outburst and 
the walkouts, Raspberry was 
asking Community Develop- 
ment Director Jane Downing 
about the Metro World devel- 
opment and the so-called 
McAnally Boulevard, which 
some have called the “road to 
no-where!” 

Raspberry asked who was 
this road to be named for, “any 
McAnally we know?” The 
mayor smiled and raised her 
hand, but admitted it was a 
name on paper only.” 

Bergeron then chimed in, 
“After many years, I finally 
saw some signs of develop- 
ment at the planned Metro 
World site.” 

Then continuing in a chid- 
ing fashion, Bergeron quip- 
ped, “Thankfully the signs said 
‘For Sale’.” 

The council has been argu- 
ing in recent years, and even 
more emphatically during this 
campaign, about the money 
the city has spent improving 
the development site. 

Even Downing quoted the 
new theme, “the city will not

spend one more dime” on the 
project, until some construc- 
tion begins.” 

Pennington was the first 
councilman to say he was 
going to leave claiming that 
Gear was not following Ro- 
berts’ Rules of Order. He told 
Gear “the chair has been chal- 
lenged, I urge that Mr. Wad- 
sworth fill in the chairmanship 
during the challenge.” 

Gear refused, claiming it 
was an election time ploy by 
Raspberry and Pennington. 
Raspberry and Bergeron 
picked up their City Hall 
packets and marched out of 
the chambers right behind 
Pennington. 

On Tuesday morning, Gear 
said upon returning home af- 
ter the council meeting, he 
found almost a score of com- 
ments on his answering ma- 
chine from cable viewers 
stating they felt the mayor 
should have been allowed to 
finish her consent agenda re- 
port rather than being inter- 
rupted by Raspberry. 

“Mayor McAnally was giving 
her report, thus I did not rec- 
ognize Mr. Raspberry,” Gear 
stated. 

“Our residents deserve bet- 
ter treatment than they got on 
Monday night,” Gear contin- 
ued. “I feel this incident was 
orchestrated by those who dis- 
rupted the meeting.” 

Gear added his thanks to 
Bergeron for returning to the 
council session so that some of 
the financial and ordinance 
votes needed could be com 
pleted in a timely fashion.” 

Raspberry on Tuesday also 
stated that Romulus City Attor- 
neys Barry Seifman and Mark 
Jacobs came to City Hall at 6 
p in. (prior to the regular coun- 
cil meeting) to be involved in 
an executive session with the 
city council on legal matters. 

But the meeting never got 
started, Raspberry said, be- 
cause only he, Pennington and 
Bergeron appeared. Missing 
from that session, he said, 
were Gear, Wadsworth and 
Michael Prybyla. 

Raspberry claimed the city 
attorneys were disappointed 
the meeting never took place.

Romak urging bigger voter turn out

Political newcomer De- 
borah Romak. who surprised 
many with her second place 
finish in the recent council 
primary, vows her biggest in 
terest in the Nov. 7 election is 
to get out a much larger voter 
count this year. 

Romak. best known as being 
the official spokesperson for 
Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP), 
said Monday that with up to 
15,000 potential registered vo- 
ters, the city needs to hike the 
voter count to more than the 
expected 3,000-3,500 next 
month. 

Romak, a 40-year-old 
mother of two, first became a 
political activist several years 
ago, when the commercial in- 
jection well issue initially 
grew in controversy. 

She has appeared at almost 
every City Council session 
since 1993 and very often 
speaks out on the well issue, as 
well as her new political ties 
with County Commissioner 
Bruce Patterson and Con- 
gresswoman Lynn Rivers. 

Romak and other RECAP 
members have continually 
supported the drive by Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and anti- 
well council persons, who 
have spent about a half million 
dollars in legal fees to fight the 
well’s operation.

She also has openly taken 
on three incumbent council- 
men, who favor a negotiated 
settlement on the well issue. 

Romak and other RECAP 
members earned an environ- 
mental award from SEMCOSH 
(an environmental group) in 
1995. 

Her opposition to the well 
project obviously is one of the 
top campaign issues in her 
drive to earn a seat on the 
council. She states bluntly “no 
man, woman or child should 
have to live within 500 yards of 
a commercial injection well.” 

Romak also feels that the 
citizens of Romulus have the 
right to have an advisory refer- 
endum on issues such as ca- 
sinos, even though such votes 
are not binding on local coun- 


cilmen. 

The 1972 Romulus High 
School graduate would also 
like to see the city institute a 
town meeting concept every 
three months, to allow the pub- 
lic to air its opinions before 
the council on a regular basis. 

On other issues, Romak 
said, as long as we have Metro 
Airport, the city will face hur- 
dles (since the airport geo- 
graphically divides the city). 

“But we need to push the 
desirability of living and work- 
ing in Romulus and work to 
add as many homes as possi- 
ble,” she said. 

“We need to add additional 
commercial businesses in Ro- 
mulus, so that citizens can 
spend their dollars in their 
own home town," Romak con- 
tinued. 

Romak was employed as an 
American Airlines Sky Chef 
for 10 years and more recently 
was a part-time hall monitor 
for Romulus Schools. 

She was a past vice presi- 
dent of the Barth Parent 
Teacher Council and a mem- 
ber of the city’s Compensation 
Review Board, Mayor’s Drug 
Task Force and the Citizens 
Advisory Group for Commis- 
sioner Bruce Patterson. 

Romak, who has been ac- 
tively campaigning since this 
summer, said she hopes to gain 
the endorsement of the AFL- 
CIO and Teamsters labor 
unions. 


Gear proud of anti-well record

Veteran City Councilman 
Randolph Gear, who won his 
first election in 1987 by only 
eight votes, came full cycle and 
finished first this summer in 
the 1995 council primary. 

Gear, who in recent weeks 
has served as mayor pro tern 
due to the illness of Mary Ann 
Banks, feels his strength in 
governmental circles is his 
ability to work with residents 
and leaders of all races and 
cultural backgrounds. 

The 44-year-old Detroit 
School District art teacher has 
been active with the Wayne 
County Youth Assistance pro- 
gram, local American Legion. 
Phi Delta Kappa, Alpha Phi 
and Romulus Environmental- 
ists Caring About People (RE- 
CAP) groups. 

Gear is proud of his role as 
one of the early opponents to 
the injection well. “I based 
most of my concern on what 
happened at the Love Canal,” 
Gear said, “and remain totally 
against any toxic waste dis- 
posal in Romulus.” 

Gear said he is interested in 
working out some type of coop- 
erative program with Metro 
Airport and Wayne County, so 
that Romulus can get its fair 
share of airport revenue.

“We also need to force the 
airport into living up to its 
promises on both sound- 
proofing local homes against 
airplane noise as well as pur- 
chasing citizens properties 
that are in the path of airport 
growth. 

The job growth potential at 
the airport, Gear admits, adds 
to the number of persons who 
possibly may relocate their 
homes in Romulus. 

Housing starts remain criti- 
cal for Romulus’ future, he 
said, as most developers say 
Romulus needs to grow to 
about 60,000 persons if it 
wishes to attract any major 
shopping mall. Today there 


are only about 22,000 persons 
living in Romulus, he said. 

Gear has considerable 
praise for incumbent Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and Mayor 
pro tern Mary Ann Banks. 
“McAnally has helped provide 
substantial growth in Romulus 
in recent years. In addition, 
Mary has been quite an inspi- 
ration to me during my years 
on the council,” he said. 

“I’m quite confident that 
Brooker Edwards also will win 
the seventh spot on the council 
this November,” Gear said. Ed- 
wards finished a scant two 
votes behind incumbent Jim- 
mie Raspberry in the primary. 

Gear expresses pride in the 
city’s services stating the De- 
partment of Public Works 
needs to be commended for 
their efforts in both the sum- 
mer and the snowy days of win- 
ter. 

Gear graduated from Ro- 
mulus High School in 1969 and 
from Washtenaw Community 
College in 1971. He earned his 
master’s in education from the 
University of Michigan in 1973 
and is currently working on a 
doctoral degree in administra- 
tion at Wayne State University. 

He was named Teacher of 
the Year in Detroit in 1987, as 
well as in Wayne County and 
the State of Michigan the same 
year. 


Kreft: keeping taxes low is vital

New Romulus Zoning Board 
of Appeals Chairman Stanley 
D. Kreft, the most outspoken 
member of the zoning board 
during the past environmental 
well hearings, is now pressing 
the flesh to help earn a seat on 
the City Council next month. 

Kreft, 56, who is best known 
for his very pointed questions 
on the Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems applications, 
was named the board chair- 
man earlier this year following 
the surprise retirement of 
Norm McLenon. 

The rookie council candi- 
date said he took a very strong 
stance on the well issue, be- 
cause he felt EDS completely 
ignored the city’s zoning and 
environmental boards when it 
first sought to begin non- 
hazardous well operations on 
the property off Wahrman 
Road. 

Kreft said keeping the city’s 
taxes the second lowest in 
Wayne County also will be one 
of his continuous goals. He 
feels that can be accomplished 
if the city continues to spend 
funds wisely and if it sets up a 
long term road improvement 
program. 

Kreft said the city' needs to 
keep the pressure on Wayne 
County leaders, who control

property inside Romulus bor- 
ders. “We successfully fought 
Wayne County on land they 
controlled that was taken off 
the city tax rolls in the past. 
After we won the right to tax 
unused property under the ju- 
risdiction of Wayne County, the 
county placed the property on 
the market,” Kreft continued. 

“Now it has been sold and 
will soon contain an 18 hole 
golf course and acres and 
acres of single family homes.” 
Kreft stated. 

If elected on Nov. 7, Kreft 
promises to provide honest 
representation that “will be 
based on current city ordi- 
nances tempered with com 
mon sense.” 


Kreft joined the growing nu- 
mber of candidates this year, 
who support an advisory refer- 
endum on controversial pro- 
posals such as casino 
gambling. 

Kreft has lived in Romulus 
over 31 years, resided in 
Huron Township before that. 

He was in the U.S. Navy for 
14 years, including a decade in 
the Naval Reserves. He was 
named Sailor of the Year and 
earned many certificates for 
advanced study while in the 
Naval service. 

In addition to his years on 
the ZBA and Environmental 
Protection boards, who also 
has served for eight years on 
the city’s Planning Commis- 
sion. 

He and his wife, Phyllis, are 
members of the Romulus His- 
torical Society and he formerly 
belonged to the Parent 
Teacher Organization at the 
old Mount Pleasant School. He 
and his wife are also the par- 
ents of two grown children. 
Steven and Susan. 

He has worked for Kelsey 
Hayes/Hayes Wheels Inc. for 
the past 28 years as a electri- 
cian, electronic-hydraulic 
component tester.

Sibert stresses 
needs of teenagers

Second time City Council 
Candidate Gwen Sibert, long 
an advocate for additional 
youth programming in Ro- 
mulus, continues to press for a 
recreational site for youth and 
senior citizens. 

“Our children may only be 
20 percent of the population, 
but they are 100 percent of our 
future,” she exclaims.

Why by asking these cor- 
porations both large and small 
to kick in on the cost of such a 
building!” 

Currently a Romulus cable 
commissioner, Sibert has 
worked as a television-radio 
host for 11 years and now is 
involved with Weight Watchers 
organization and claims she 
was recently named their top 
salesperson in the U.S. 

“I recently negotiated a con- 
tract for over $300,000, the larg- 
est in the company's history,” 
she said. 

While serving on the cable 
commission, Sibert said, she 
has been working to help the 
Romulus School District de- 
velop television coverage of 
their meetings. She also would 
strive to secure youth related 
cable shows, call-in programs 
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Gwen Sibert 

for citizens wishing to know 
more about their government’s 
operations and coverage of 
various key city governmental 
meetings. 

Sibert said she has received 
numerous awards for her ac- 
tions on behalf of the Post 
Polio Coalition, Focus Hope, 
Wee Care About Others, 
Mother Waddles and a 
Romulus-based youth group 
known as PEACE. 

Sibert has also been active 
in the battle to keep the injec- 
tion well from opening in Ro- 
mulus and is asking city 
officials for full disclosure on 
what efforts have been made 
in the legal battle to date. 

While she has used Detroit 
Councilman Clyde Cleveland 
as a campaign manager, Sibert 
states, she makes the final de- 
cisions in the race. “I’m not a 
rubber stamp, I am and always 
have been my own person, but 
I’m willing to listen to others 
views. 

She feels surcharges are the 
best opportunities for Ro- 
mulus, when it comes to deal- 
ing with Metro Airport. 

Such money could someday 
help Romulus develop a full 
time Fire Department.

He was loved by audiences 
of all ages as “Ralph Malph” in 
Happy Days, and now the char- 
ismatic actor, Don Most, is tak 
ing center stage at the Fox 
Theatre as Vince Fontaine in 
Grease through Oct. 29.

She is there, today, attempting to recover from First- 
degree burns and internal injuries. We hope she lives 
to receive her hero’s welcome. No one is more de- 
serving than this elderly grandmother who saved an 
entire apartment complex. Our prayers are with you, 
Loretta! 


Mayor offers 
straight talk 

Amid all of the celebrating and back-patting at the 
ribbon cutting ceremonies for the new $4 million 
Inkster Town Center. Inkster Mayor Edward Bivens 
Jr. had a few sobering thoughts for the joyous crowd. 

Although congratulations and good wishes were the 
primary messages of the day, Bivens reminded resi- 
dents that they have a responsibility for the success 
of the new shopping center.

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School choice 
has pitfalls 

To the editor: 

We read everywhere these 
days that school choice of- 
fers our children “freedom" 
and that such a choice will 
allow them to attend better 
schools and improve their 
old schools in the process. At 
first glance, school choice 
sounds beyond criticism. But 
a look below the surface 
shows how hollow the so- 
called “choice” found in 
House Bills 4987 and 4988 is 
and how those bills invite se- 
vere abuse. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
the “choice" bills before the 
House would not allow real 
choice but only allow school 
districts to choose which 
kids they will accept from 
other districts. If the district 
decides to only accept stu- 
dents with strong academic 
performance, who benefits? 
If the district decides to ac- 
cept only children of one col- 
or, who benefits? If the dis- 
trict gives preference to chil- 
dren who are student ath- 
letes, who benefits? None of 
these scenarios are in the 
best interests of the majority 
of students in this state. 

These abuses were not in- 
vented by the bills’ oppo- 
nents. All of them were used 
to justify a 1982 amendment 
that changed the school 
choice law to its present 



form. If we had a faulty sys- 
tem before, why would we re- 
turn to it? 

There’s more. Parents 
whose children are attend- 
ing school outside of the 
home district will have no 
motivation to vote for im- 
provements in their local 
schools. If children are more 
likely to attend schools in 
better-funded districts, why 
should these districts’ tax- 
payers provide money for 
children transferring in? 

The so-called “choice” ad- 
vanced in these bills is per- 
fectly adapted to the shallow 
debate and the breakneck 
speed allowed these days in 
the Michigan House and Sen- 
ate.

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Election fires up community

With Election Day 1995 
swiftly approaching and both 
sides in the mayoral race pro- 
jecting victory, the winner 
could ultimately well be the 
candidate who attracts more 
former dormant voters to the 
polls than the other. 

With the top three office 
seekers running unopposed 
for about a decade, each elec- 
tion day seemed to create less 
and less of a voter turnout. 

But with a potential 15.000 
voter head count, both sides 
are hoping the formerly dis- 
affected voter will troop to the 
polls on Nov. 7 in record 
numbers. 

Council candidates tied too 
closely to the losing mayoral 
candidate, could slip badly in 
their finishing position also, 
observers say. 

While outwardly the cam- 
paign itself seems mild, the 
war of words between the may- 
oralty candidates’ supporters 
seem to be growing more 
vicious. 

A week ago this writer, 
heard the supporters of one 
candidate lambaste the backer 
of another as a “maggot.” As a 
campaign watcher, I’m glad 
this campaign hasn’t gotten 
personal. 

Supporters of incumbent 
Mayor Beverly McAnally feel 
she has re- invigorated her 
forces in recent weeks and a 
new confidence is exhibited 
by all. 

They cite former Mayor 
William Oakley’s limited skills 
as a public speaker and say his 
laid-back style of campaigning 
probably will do him in. 

Those old and aware

enough, they say, can remem- 
ber how tight fisted Oakley 
was while he served as mayor. 

Some of Oakley’s own sup- 
porters have been urging him 
to take a harder stance against 
McAnally. 

“Gentleman Bill” as some of 
his backers call him, needs to 
strike back and not let 
McAnally set the tone of the 
campaign. Oakley, who re- 
cently completed a door-to- 
door campaign, is heeding that 
advice and stepping up his war 
against McAnally. 

Backers of Oakley state “if 
Bill doesn’t win, people are 
just happy with politics as 
usual in Romulus.” Oakley 
says if elected he will add fis- 
cal responsibility to City Hall. 

The most ardent Oakley 
campaign workers feel if 
McAnally wins, it could mean 
that she will name her suc- 
cessor also in two years. 

They claim that McAnally 
was ready to pass her mantle 
to Community Development 
Director Jane Downing, if 
Oakley had not challenged her 
in June. 

But they claim, that possi- 
bility is over now and that 
Downing’s political future in 
Romulus is cloudy at best. 

Voters nationally are not 
happy. Will that extend to the 
city of Romulus for the first 
time in years? Will incumbents 
fall as voters work to effect 
term limitations of their own? 


McAnally and Councilmen 
Jimmie Raspberry and Ellis 
Pennington briefly aired talk 
of retirement early this year, 
but because of the furor over 
the injection well issue, all de- 
cided to run at least one last 
time. 

Only the voters will decide 
which if any of the trio will 
have their “Last Hurrah!” 

The other issue on the may- 
oral level is how long are 
McAnally’s political coattails. 

Most residents, including 
her own supporters, claim not 
too long. They cite McAnally’s 
inability to get many referenda 
passed during her tenure and 
the fact that incumbent 34th 
District Court Judge Felix 
Rogalle could not even win 
one precinct in Romulus (or 
the other four municipalities 
covered by the court) despite 
the fact McAnally was one of 
his most prominent 
suppporters. 

On the council side, every- 
one seems to be setting their 
guns on Councilman Randolph 
Gear, a long-term Detroit art 
teacher. 

Gear easily outgunned the 
opposition in the primary, de- 
spite the constant claim he 
wouldn’t make the seventh 
seat cut (the number of seats 
available in the upcoming 
election). 

Two years ago we had a 
council tie. 

Is it possible we could have 
a mayoral tie or even more far 
fetched a seven seat tie on Nov. 
7?

He is peaceful yet powerful.

Park is a ninth-degree black 
belt Grand Master. There are 
only two other men in the 
world who are at a higher level 
in the Tae Kwon Do martial 
arts field then Park.

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Belleville undisputed Mega Conference champ 

Lewis, Manuel lead charge against upstart Fordson, 14-13

The magic was still there. 

Despite the fact that defen- 
ding champ Belleville had lost 
their touch of gold Ian Gold - 
that is. 

With Gold, who has scored 
18 touchdowns during the 1995 
campaign on the sidelines 
nursing a sprained knee, Be- 
lleville still had the magic to 
put dow’n an upstart Fordson, 
14-13, Saturday afternoon in 
Dearborn. 

Some 2,000 Belleville Fans 
sweated it out despite the cold 
rains and northerly winds. 


“We knew it was going to be 
a tough game for us. Fordson 
has the tradition and is a very 
physical team,” said Belleville 
coach Bob LaPointe. “And 
going into this without Ian 
didn’t help. 

“But these kids did what 
they had to do, and they did it.” 

And it went right down to 
the last play between the two 
Mega Conference Red Division 
titans. 

Fordson managed to ma- 
neuver within field goal range 
in the closing seconds and the 
Tractors decided to go for the 
three-points which would have 
given them the victory. 


Fordson kicker, Basel Far- 
raj, who has consistently been 
able to connect from the 40 
yard range, set up for the 
game-deciding play. This 
would be a 21-yard field goal 
attempt. 

As the players moved into 
position an eerie silence 
grabbed the fans in the stands 
on both sides of the Fordson 
stadium. That silence was ac- 
centuated by the howl of the 
winds which suddenly became 
a whimper compared to the 
cries of the fan. 

As Farraj rushed to put his 
toe into the ball, from out of 
nowhere, like a torpedo fixed 


on a target, Belleville’s Nate 
Lewis came out of the second- 
ary and met the slow rising 
pigskin and the two greeted 
each other in midair with re 
sounding results. 

The ball fell aimlessly to the 
Fordson green, and Farraj’s 
face reflected the agony of 
defeat. 

Lewis had preserved Be- 
lleville’s hard-earned victory. 

The victory stretched the Ti- 
ger winning streak to eight and 
gave LaPointe and Belleville 
the undisputed Red Division 
title for the second consecu- 
tive year. 

Up to that decisive last- 


chance play, both teams bat- 
tled like a mongoose attacking 
a cobra. 

Belleville drew blood first 
as Rodney Komaromi plowed 
into the Fordson end zone 
from the three midway in the 
opening quarter after a Lewis- 
engineered drive that featured 
the running of senior tailback 
Joe Manuel. 

Eric Harrison nailed both 
point afters, and one of those 
obviously was all-important to 
the Tiger cause. 

Manuel also set up Be- 
lleville’s second score. He 
broke one off tackle for 51 
yards. With less than two min- 


utes to the intermission. Lewis 
handed off to Komaromi who 
scored what proved to be the 
final Tiger TD of the game. 

The Tractors trailed 14-7 at 
the half, their lone first-half 
TD coming of a sustained drive 
that culminated with Ramsey 
Hammond finding the prover- 
bial paydirt from the eight- 
yard line. The Tractors kept 
the game in doubt thanks to 
running back Kamel Jaafar’s 
five-yard touchdown run. 

Lewis brushed aside the el- 
ements, which made the pig- 
skin as slippery as an eel, and 
connected on six of 11 passes 
for 109 yards.

State guard towers 
requested in bill 


A bill calling for guard 
towers at state prisons was in- 
troduced in the Michigan 
House of Representatives. 

House Bill 5329, introduced 
by Rep. Terry Geiger, R-Lake 
Odessa, requires guard towers 
at the level II and higher 
prisons. 

Michigan has towers at all of 
its maximum security prisons, 
and the low-security facilities 
are not included in the bill. 
About 15 prisons would be af- 


fected by the legislation. 

“Guard towers provide pe- 
rimeter security and internal 
security, which is vital to the 
safety of the officers working 
in the prison,” Geiger said. 

“Incidents at Carson City, 
Adrian, Saginaw and the Mich- 
igan Training Unit in Ionia 
have amplified the need fol- 
lowers, ” Geiger said. 

There are 8,300 prison offi- 
cers overseeing nearly 40,000 
state inmates.

Independent well study reveals no threats to- the community

1 In an independent report, 
prepared for Michigan Commu- 
nity Newspapers, the Environ- 
mental Disposal System (EDS) 
Inc. 1-20 disposal well was 
found to pose no danger to the 
community. 

* EDS has constructed a well 
approximately 4,477 feet below 
ground level for the purpose of 
injecting hazardous and non- 
hazardous wastes. Since its 
proposal, the project has been 
met with opposition from resi- 
dents who claim that the facil- 
ity will be harmful to the 
environment despite the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) statement that 
*'ho significant environmental 
impact should result from the 
construction of the well.” 

Paul A. Daniels, Jr., a regis- 
tered professional geologist, 
submitted his report to Pub- 
lisher Mike Wilcox, noting in 
his professional opinion, "The 
installation of the Environ 
mental Disposal Systems Inc. 
1*20 Disposal Well, located in 
Romulus ... has been con- 
ducted in accordance with 
standard industry practices.” 

“Further, it is the professio- 
nal opinion of this writer that, 
as such, the EDS 1-20 disposal 
well can be operated safely. 
This to the extent that all mon- 
itoring programs are prop- 
erly conducted, and that all op- 
erations are in compliance 
with all regulatory require- 
ments,” Daniels said. 

The geologist noted that the 
well is completed with a long 
string of seven-inch diameter 
casing (large pipe, usually 
steel), which is completely en- 
cased in a sheath of cement 
from its base depth of 4.013 
feet below ground level to the 
ground surface. Two other ca- 
sing strings are outside of this 
inner-most string to ensure 
ivell bore integrity and protect 
all underground sources of 
drinking water. 

Daniels noted in his report 
that in the area near the well, 
aquifers for domestic use ap- 
pear to be limited to the gla- 
cial drift, which is reported as 


“brackish and unsuitable for 
human consumption.” 

Based on the information 
reviewed by Daniels, it is the 
consulting geologist’s opinion 
that, from a scientific/ 
geological perspective the 
EDS 1-20 well is in a good loca- 
tion because: 

• The proposed injection in- 
terval has good porosity, per- 
meability and thickness, 
thereby allowing the storage of 
significant amounts of waste; 

• Effective geological seals 
and arrestment intervals are 
present to prevent any serious 
threat to human health and the 
environment from the injec- 
tion of hazardous wastes, and 

• Studies to date have re- 
vealed no faults, significant 
fracture systems or other ma- 
jor structural features that 
could serve to compromise the 
integrity of the injection, ar- 
restment or confining/sealing 
intervals. 

“From a design perspective, 
the EDS 1-20 can be operated 
in a fashion that will not com- 
promise human health and 
safety and the protection of the 
environment. Prior to opera- 
tion, appropriate monitoring 
and fail- safe equipment 
should be installed. This 
would include construction of 
a monitoring well to be com- 
pleted in the first/primary ar- 
restment interval,” Daniels’ 
report stated. 

“From the perspective of 
protecting the water table aq- 
uifer, which represents the 
only underground source of 
drinking water in the area, the 
EDS 1-20 can be operated 
safely. However, surface facili- 
ties should include storage 
tanks with sufficient second- 
ary containment and other ap- 
propriate engineering 
controls,” the report contin- 
ued. 

“In regard to the threat 
posed to the underground 
source of drinking water from 
surface spill, pertinent con- 
cerns can be accommodated 
via appropriate engineering 
controls and the strict adher- 
ence to proper operating pro- 
tocols and procedures,” 
Daniels’ said in the report. 


Daniels noted that the 
USEPA maintains that haz- 
ardous waste injection wells 
are the highest priority in the 
Underground Injection Con- 
trol program and will be allo- 
cated such resources required 
for adequate regulation. 

Specifically, Daniels said, it 
was emphasized that the EDS 
1-20 disposal well will not re- 


ceive an authorization to in- 
ject until it is demonstrated to 
the USEPA that operation of 
the well will not negatively im- 
pact human health and envi- 
ronment. 

The consulting geologist 
said, “An old cliche says that 
‘to be forewarned is to be fore- 
armed.’” Therefore, he be- 
lieves that installation of a 


monitoring/observation well in 
the first zone is necessary as 
an “early warning system.” 

He quoted the report of an- 
other geologist who suggested 
a potential monitoring zone 
“could include the uppermost 
Franconia Formation or a per- 
meable zone within the 
Trenton-Black River Forma- 
tions.” 


Some professional geolo- 
gists are of the opinion that the 
existence of such a well might 
represent the single most like, 
and closest, zone of weakness 
for fluid escape. However, 
Daniels believes the advan- 
tages of a monitoring well far 
outweigh any disadvantages. 

Daniels study included the 
geology of the proposed site. 


Questions posed on well safety

After listening to all the par- 
tisan arguments, we still 
weren’t sure whether the in- 
jection well proposed for Ro- 
mulus would be a blessing or a 
curse. 

Since toxic and flammable 
waste would be disposed of in 
the well, safety jumped to the 
forefront as the most disputed 
issue. Proponents say it’s se- 
cure. Opponents fear the 
worst. 

To get an unbiased answer, 
the Romulus Roman called in a 
professional. 

“We took the question to 
several experts,” said Mike 
Wilcox, Michigan Community 
News’ publisher. “It took a 
long time to find somebody we 
felt comfortable hiring to pro- 
vide an independent evalua- 
tion. Someone who doesn’t 
have a vested interest in the 
outcome." 

The newspaper publisher 
hired Paul Daniels, Jr., a regis- 
tered professional geologist, 
who reviewed geologic and en- 
gineering data and other infor- 
mation appearing in Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality and Western Michigan 
University’s Michigan Basin 
Core Research Laboratory’s 
files. 

His basic findings were that 
the well was in a good location; 
it can be operated safely; it 
will not harm drinking water, 
and surface spills can be 
cleaned up. 

To find out why, we inter- 
viewed him. 


What qualifies you to be our 
expert? 

Daniels said, “I’m a profes- 
sional geologist. I have mas- 
ters degrees in geology and 
hydrogeology, with post-mas- 
ter degrees in other environ- 
mental sciences. I have had 
many years experience in the 
analysis of surface and subsur- 
face soils, rocks and fluid 
systems. 

“I’ve had experience with 
injection wells in the petro- 
leum industry and as a re- 
gional geologist for the former 
Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources, where we ad- 
ministered injection wells 
under the Mineral Wells Act. 

“I also have a fair amount of 
experience in teaching envi- 
ronmental regulation and mit- 
igating technology. 

What was your main point? 

“In my opinion, as a prac- 
tice, deep well injection prop- 
erly is a viable disposal 
technique for many hazardous 
wastes. Relative to some other 
methods, it’s superior. I’d 
much rather have something 
that could cause harm one to 
two miles below and behind 
rocks than on the surface, 
where it may leak onto the 
ground or leach into the 
groundwater. Or, if you have an 
incinerator, into the air,” he 
said. 

How deep is the proposed 
well? 

“Three-quarters miles,” 
said Daniels. 

Would It be good to operate 
in Romulus? 

“I wasn’t given that ques- 
tion. But I do think this well is 
safe and could potentially be a 


viable economic entity if it 
adds to the city’s tax base. It 
doesn’t particularly pose any 
threats that cannot be miti- 
gated,” Daniels replied. 

What threats? 

“I know that people are wor- 
ried about fluids escaping 
back up to the surface. While 
this and other problems have 
happened in the distant past 
because of poor signage or 
weak regulations, all can be 
overcome under new EPA reg- 
ulations and enforcement pro- 
cedures. There have been no 
instances of anything coming 
back to bother anybody for 
years since the regulations 
have been tightened up,” he 
noted. 

“Wells like this are regu- 
lated by the state under the 
USEPA. The regulations are 
codified under the Safe Drink- 
ing Water Act’s underground 
injection well section.” 

How will the regulations be 
enforced? 

“The sampling and labora- 
tory work will be paid for and 
sent to a EPA-certified lab,” 
replied Daniels. 

If the sample's chain of pos- 
session begins with the well op- 
erators, who are the subject of 
the monitoring, how trustworthy 
can the sample be? 

Daniels replied, “Nothing is 
foolproof where humans are 
involved. I think it’s a good rea- 
sonable, method. I’m not going 
to worry about dishonest peo- 
ple. I trust the gathering of the 
sample because the DNR will 
go out and get the sample. Ac- 
cording to their internal corre- 
spondence, they want 
sampling ports where they can 


collect samples. 

“My experience tells me 
that it all comes down to the 
work load of the local regula- 
tors. There are scheduled and 
unscheduled samplings. State 
employees will also show up in 
the middle of the night to col- 
lect - but I’d rather not give 
examples,” he said. 

Wouldn’t it be safer not to 
have the well? 

“That’s a philosophical 
question: what are they trying 
to do? I bet most Romulus resi- 
dents are enjoying high-tech 
life styles. It’s hypocritical not 
to face up to the disposal of the 
wastes. They come to meetings 
to complain by driving cars. 
Half the things they own are 
made of plastic generated by 
manufacturing processes that 
produces this waste. How did 
we get what we have? Most of 
these manufacturing pro- 
cesses are not biodegradable. 
We generate the wastes. The 
responsibility is on us when 
the things are manufactured 
for our benefit,” Daniels said. 

How safe is the transporta- 
tion of waste to Romulus? 

“I’m not an expert on that. It 
comes under the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation. 
MDOT and, to a certain extent, 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission requires placards-di- 
amond shaped signs with 
codes and symbols that state 
what’s being transported and 
what the hazards are,” Daniels 
said. “Also, the trucks are also 
restricted to certain routes. 
And emergency response 
teams are notified of the deliv- 
ery schedules and of the cargo,”

For people who couldn’t 
stop with merely learning to 
ride a two-wheel bike, moun- 
tain bike racing might be the 
answer. 

For mountain bikers, bicy- 
cling is a way of life, taking 
riders to rugged off-road bi- 
king paths all over the state to 
compete, and riding up to 120 
miles per week, most of them 
off-road. Off-road cycling is 
much more challenging than 
paved road riding, according 
to Dave Massey, manager of 
Easy Rider Bike Shop in 
Canton. 

“It takes a lot of hard work, 
dedication and hours on the 
bike,” said Massey. He rides in 
off-road races, and has placed 
13th in the Expert category. 
Several different categories 
ranging from beginning to ex- 
pert are available for riders. 
Categories are also divided 
into age groups. 

Some favorite riding places 
for off-road bikers are Mayb- 
ury State Park in Northville, 
and a state recreation area 
near Pinckney. In both parks, 
non-paved bike paths are 
available for racers to practice 
their crafts. 

While some cyclists might 
see wearing a helmet as a 
choice, for off- road mountain 
cyclers, helmets are a manda- 
tory part of the uniform. 

“Helmets are mandatory in 
U.S. racing,” Massey said. “Ev- 
eryone should wear a helmet, 
but they don’t.” 

A recent tragedy in the Tour 
De France occurred when one 
of the cyclists did not wear a 
helmet After traveling at high 
rates of speed, he wiped out 
going around a curve, fell on 
the pavement, and cracked his

skull open. 

Michigan is a state where its 
people really take advantage 
of the seasons. Despite its 
short summer, Michigan had 
more off-road bicycle races 
than any other state in 1995, 
Massey said. Michigan also 
ranks second in bicycle sales 

nationally. 

“Michigan is a big state for 
(mountain biking),” Massey 
said. “There are 200-400 peo- 


ple at every race.” 

So what do off-road bikers 
do in the off-season, when the 
roads are covered with snow 
and ice? The answer is “ride 
rollers,” metal platforms with 
rollers designed to accomo- 
date regular bikes. They have 
adjustable tension for mode- 
rate to rigorous workouts. 
Bikers still attempt to travel 
outside in the winter as much 
as possible, Massey said. 


Growth Works gives options 


The Youth Assistance Pro- 
gram (YAP) is a community 
based diversion program 
which was first aimed at first- 
time juvenile offenders living 
in the Plymouth, Plymouth 
Township, and Canton Towns- 
hip communities, is now also 
serving Bellevile and Ro- 
mulus.

For 16 weeks, youths are re- 
quired to participate in two 
weekly, hour- long sessions. 
For one hour, the youth will 
meet with a volunteer mentor. 


The second hour is spent par- 
ticipating in a peer group ses- 
sion. 

Program services are devel- 
oped to focus upon helping the 
adolescents with: changing 
negative behaviors, positive 
decision making, minimizing 
parent-child conflict peer rela- 
tionships and life skills.

Tiny 18 ounce baby Hannah 
Nicole Kadau hopes to be 
home in Romulus for 
Christmas. 

Hannah was born on Sept. 
29, 1995 at the University of 
Michigan Hospital in Ann Ar 
bor, tipping the scales at 15 1/2 
ounces. 

Her parents, Roger and 
Paula Kadau, “are wearing a 
groove in I 94" as they travel 
back and forth daily to visit 
their precious new family 
member to ensure Hannah 
they truly love her deeply. 

“She is attached to every 
neo-natal machine you can 
possibly think of,” Kadau said 
last Saturday, “including a 
breathing tube, feeding tube, 
heart monitor, skin tempera- 
ture monitor and even one to 
check the oxygen level in her 
blood among others.” 

The first 72 hours after her 
birth obviously were the most 
crucial, Kadau related, and 
now doctors say she should be 
to the point where she will be 
gaining one ounce a day. 

The Kadaus have been mar 
ried a dozen years and have 
long been praying for a child. 

Thus great concern was evi 
dent, when doctors decided to 
bring Hannah into this world 
via a C-seetion on Sept. 29, af 
ter it was discovered she was 
not getting enough liquid 
nourishment in the womb, Ka 
dau said. 

Hannah’s mother was in the 
28th week of her pregnancy, 
when the Caesarian section 
took place. 

“Since her arrival,” Kadau 
says proudly, “she has been 
prayed for by pastors, priests, 
rabbis and Christian laity of 
all types.” 

Kadau credits this on-going 
prayer cycle for the tremen 
dous progress his infant 
daughter is making. 

“From the moment the deci 
sion was made to perform the 
C-section because of the low 
fluid level, miracles have been 
happening,” the devoted fa 


ther declared. 

We knew she was going to be 
small, but wow what a surprise 
it was when she was born at 
15-1/2 ounces, Kadau ex- 
claimed 

“We were glad she was a girl 
when we found that girls are 
stronger than boys in this con- 
dition,” Kadau continued. 

Despite the excessive medi- 
cal costs, Kadau said, Mich- 
Care insurance funds are cov- 
ering the ever growing medi- 
cal bills, so that is one worry 


that does not concern them. 

Hannah’s mother cannot 
wait until she can hold her 
daughter in her arm’s for the 
first time. 

And most of all she can’t 
wait until young Hannah 
comes home to Romulus for 
the Christmas holidays. It defi 
nitely will be a Christmas nei- 
ther of her parents will ever 
forget 

But in the meantime, both 
happy and tired parents ask 
the public “keep us in your 
prayers.”

Historic move 

Museum may relocate to town hall

Van Buren’s old town hall is 
being renovated to take the 
building back to its original 
state. 

What to do with the build 
ing, once the renovations are 
complete, is still up in the air. 

One idea would put a piece 
of history in the historical 
building. The idea behind this 
is to move the Belleville Area 
Museum ft om its current loca- 
tion, Quirk School, to the old 
town hall. 

The school is home to 
scaled-down replicas of 11 
turn-of-the-century buildings 
from Belleville, Van Buren 
and Sumpter. 

The historical buildings fea- 
tured at the museum are: 

• Wabash Depot, which was 
built in the early 1800s. The 
first train came through Be- 
lleville in 1881. After a fire in 
the early 19(30's, the depot was 
razed. The “Belleville” sign 
from the east end of the build- 
ing was saved, and is currently- 
displayed on the replica of the 
depot. 

• Van Buren Township Hall 


and Grange was built in 1875 
and has served through the 
years as a library, police sta 
tion, and jail. It once housed 
the offices of The Enterprise, 
Belleville Chamber of Com- 
merce and Adventure Travel. 
The second floor of the build- 
ing was paid for by the Grange 
Society and used as a meeting 
hall. 

• Denton Methodist Church 
was built in 1869 on two lots 
purchased for $100. The Meth- 
odist Society was organized in 
1840, and the first church built 
in 1850. 

• The Dressmaker shop is 
typical of the combination 
shop and residence of the era. 
In 1881. there were two dress- 
makers and a milliner in the 
area. 

• Pullen Furniture Store 
was operated by J.C. Pullen, 
who also operated an under- 
taking establishment on Main 
Street near High Street prior 
to 1913. 

• Beebe’s General Store, 
owned by Everett Beebe, was 
located in Sumpter Township 
and is an example of the na- 
tional style of architecture. 

• Sumpter School, a one- 
room schoolhouse, featured 


separate doors for boys and 
girls to enter and exit 
separately. 

• Dr. Forbes’ office and 
home, built in the early 1850’s 
by John Forbes, it was located 
at 368 Liberty St. For many 
years his son. Dr. Elias Forbes, 
lived and practiced medicine 
there. 

• The Arlington Hotel, built 
prior to 1890. it was renamed 
the Mandt Hotel in 1901 when 
purchased by William Mandt. 
Before it burned in 1981, it 
served as a meat market, shoe 
store and carpet shop. Apart- 
ments were located on the sec 
ond floor. 

• Campbell Drug Store, lo- 
cated in the old Music Hall, it 
was operated by Sam Cam 
pbell. The drug store was on 
the left side of the building 
and A.E. Smith, owner of The 
Enterprise, occupied the right. 

• The Bank of Belleville was 
organized in 1899 and by 1910, 
a new brick building was con- 
structed at Main and Fourth. 
In 1915, the bank was renamed 
Peoples State Bank, and later 
was purchased by the National 
Bank of Detroit, and moved to 
the present location.
